WASHINGTON, January 2(i.—President 


Cleveland's policy toward Hawaii was 
sustained in tho senate today by a vote 
of 24 to 22. A resolution was offered by 
Vest a3 an Amendment to the previoui 
resolution on the subject by Allen, 
Populist, of Nebraska, as follows: 


"Resolved, That while the people of 


the United States earnestly sympathize 
with the effort to establish Republican 
institutions 
wherever that effort is 


made, they reaffirm the policy of non- 
interference, unless by agreement, with 
the affairs of other nations, ani 
nixo to the fullest extent the right of 
every people to adopt and maintain 
their own form of govern!nent unawed 
and uninUuBiit!«d by foreign dictation. 
That tlio adminietrfttion ot President 
Olevolnnd, in maintain); this policy na 
to our forei}-!! n 
approval anil the 


relations deserves tlio 


upport of the Amuri- 


caii people." 
Tlio vote waa on party lines with tlio 


exception ot Pettinrew, Republican, of 
South Dakota, who voted with the Dum- 
ocmtB. This one vote curried the reso- 
lution, or it would have failed on a tie 
had tho vote boon on strict party Hues. 
This action today practically disposes of 
tho Hawaiian question in tlio asiiato, al- 
though it is expected to receive atten- 
to time on various pend- 
tion from time 
ing resolutions criticising the adminis- 
tration.

ia there any denial that Mr. McBenn re- 
ceived the contract prico for tho greater 
part of the five y^arn' tei m. 


The city refused to rtuiiitmizc the con- 


tract after it waa nearly liniahed, he- 
cause the city attorney advised the trun- 
tt-fsa that they had no authority in tho 
first place lo let a contract for more 
than one year at a time, wheretia this 
contract waa for live yeara. Accordingly 
the trustees ignored the contract with 
McPiCnn, and let out the disposal of the 
gttwitgii to Mr. liurleiKh (or a Icon mini. 
Mr. MciBean ihereuptm brought suit on 
hid contract for the pay for the llfth year 
claiming tlm full $40-10. The city trus- 
tees paid Mr. Mcllean nothing after 
Juno, 1893. 
To aum it up, the city claims that the 


five yeara agreement with Mr. Mr.Bean 
waa unconstitutional, and therefore was , 
not a contract at all and waa not bind- 
ing on either party. After hearing the 
evidence introduced by both aidea, Judge 
Carter took the matter under advise- 
ment.

would moke tho growth and prosperity 
of the -town impossible by doing huei- 
aesi with unknown and in nine cases 
out ol ten irresponsible people in a 
distant city? 'In tho opinion ol this 
paper it is an exceedingly narrow, lool- 


t istt policy^ Tho merchants ol the home 


town, ol Fresno or Selmn, lor inslnnce, 
help lo maintain tho mutual interest ol 
the community in many ways. They 
pay hoary taxea, they subscribe lor pub- 
lic boncOls and they very often, indeed, 
give credit-to buyers »bo stand in need 
ol it. They are consumers ol tho farm 
products sold in the local market, and 
are, in ehorl, an easentin factor in the 
make-up of a prosperous community. 


Blot out the city of Fresno, by way ot 


illustration, leaving here only a way 
stalion at which Hie farmers '-mild do 
husinefls with San Franeiaco, or Chicago 
if they preferred to go farl-uer, and how 
long would the small larmers hereabouts 
find it possible to niaintain themselves? 
Not very long. They would cither have 
to engage in another sort ol fanning or 
quit entirely. On the other hand the 
profits ol amfell farming will steadily in- 
crease with/he growth ol thia city, and 
everr iarm r haa an individual interest 
in promotii ig thai growth- By any other

Four of the live 
are clietinctivi-ly intellectual in ecopp, 
»ml the oilier is in no sense a gossip 1'ir- 
ela or Kiven to frivolous uses. 


On tho other hand there is not :i sin- 


gle club in tlie n1y of Fresno, with in- 
tellectual aims or objects, in which 
man, llio "lonl of creation," is exclus- 
ively represented. In other words, if 
flicro be a men's club of any kind it is 
oertainly not ol tho intellectual sort. 


There io nothing at all new about 


dubs with a membership limited to 
women. "We are told," sara a modern 
writer, "thtit clubs for women existed 
in the days of the Romans, :md that 
the women combined together (or social 
and political purposes. The most re- 
murkablo of these was the assembly of 
matrons called in a mock-heroic way, 
'the minor senate.' This ladies' club re- 
ceived its title from its efforts to legis- 
late, not only as to the individual cul- 
tivaiion oi its mcmlwrs, the times of 
meetings ami the subjects for debate, 
butnbo a» to what dresses should he 
worn, who should take precede nee, who 
should ride behind hjrses, and who be- 
hind lllulL'5." 


There is a vein of satire in this pic- 


ture of a Roman ladies' club which 
aeoms to indicate a belief in the writer's 
mind that modern ladies' clubs only 
serve t.» lit-ar out tho adage, "History re- 
peats itself." 


Be this at it may, the ladies of Fresno 


have organised in their might. 


The oldi-st of the Fresno women's 


clubs is the "Wednesday,1' which waa 
organized about six years ago under an- 
other name. Next in seniority ia the 
Query ulul), which will bo just a year 
old tomorrow. Then comes the Leisure 
Hour club and lastly tho Parlor Lecture 
chili, which does philanthropic work in 
addition to ntforuing opportunities for 
intellectual 
improvement among its 


members. These, four clubs all have 
hi£b edtipfttintvil Mm?, ami the hidy 
members arc in no Henso superficial 
Bmatlerere. Tho Thimble club is less 
ambitimia in ils scope, being simply a 
Hewing circle of young ladies well known 
in society. 


Tho class of subjects lately handled, 


by tho 
four intellectual clulia aiilH- 


ciently indicates the standard they have 
set for 
themselves. "The Uefonna- 
lion" ia one; "Dutch Painters" is an- 
othor. In getting the material for dis- 
cusainn " Tim Information" the ladies 
have not only ransacked encyclopedias, 
but tho hardest kind of works on con* 
fititutional history and theology, and 
they have got D'Aubigne almost by 
heart. 


With a view of getting a little inform- 


li<>n on tho sudden evolution of those 
Tclubs and the views entertained of them 
by men, a KKI'ITIILICAN reporter obtained 
a number of expressions of opinion, 
which are here briefly set forth.

Msyor Firman Church said : "In my 


opinion the absence of any club for men

waated. Tho ladies are all right enough 
in what they are doing. I cannot euu 
how any oho can complain of u lady
